“PRODUZIDO NO BRASIL”, 
“MADE IN BRAZIL”, or “PRO 
DUIT DU BRESIL”, in letters 
smaller than those of the word 
“BRASIL” on the outline mark 

These words must appear above 
the outline mark. 

Underneath the silhouette must 
appear the mark and registratior 
number of the exporting firm, als 
in characters smaller than those 
of the words “MADE IN BRA- 
ZIL,” ete. 

The mark consists of the words, 
abbreviated name, initials, or con 
pany name indicated by the ex 
porter in his application for reg 
istry, plus the registration num 
ber granted by the National De 
partment of Industry and Com 


merce, 


Registration Rulings 

The regulations also provide 
that when applying for registra 
tion of a mark in the Nationa 
Department of Industry and Com 
merce, the exportel shall present 
copies of the mark to be used, o1 
paper 55 centimeters long by 22 
centimeters wide, and shall indi- 
cate his office address, and the 
number under which articles of 
association have been filed. 

Another provision of the regu 
lations is that used, re-mark¢ 
bags may not be used. 

An exception is made in_ the 
case of low grade merchandi 
such as bran, certain cereals, cot 
tonseed cake, babassu fertilize.
